The ears on the varions lines wers suppossd to
start at 7 o'clonk in the morming, and the orowda,
bent on mischisf, but fearfal of the guna of the
soidisrs, and taore fearfnl of the polics clubs,
gathered at & respactfil distancs from avery ona
of thedepots. Asthe polles didn't rald them
and the soldiers didn‘t chargs on them, they
kept inehing up and inching up, In thefirsttwo
hours thers was not & depod In the ety
whers the pollcamen didn't have a tough job
afier the erowd began to Inoh, Fald after rald
was made sverywhers. At Fifth avenus and
Twenty-third atrest the militia marched on the
erowd, and & man named Andrew Rrown was
fabbed with & bayonst. At Halssy strest and
Putnam avenus the pollos had half & doren
sncounters with the erowd, which gathered In
the vacant lots and threw stones at the cam, In
Bergen atreet, near Vanderblit avenus, thare
were saveral disturbances. Thers were others
at (ireens avennes and Bumner avenus, and =
motorman was whipped. At Troy avenus the
cars of the Sumner avenue line wars stoned and
the windows broken, and time and again the
police had to charge,

WIRE-CUTTING APREADS,

At Patohen avenus and Gates avenus a wagon
full of patrolmen and non-union men was met
by & mob of & hundred or so, who roshed up,
selzed the wheels, and deliberately turned the
wagon over, dumping out ite load. Thea they
ran away befors the policemen could get at
them. By far the most sarious damage that was
deme during the day, so far as the rallroad com-
pany was concernmd, was the cutting of wires,
On Third avenae, from Forty-eighth to Fifty-
second street, the strikers cut down all the
foed wires, and effectually tled up the
Third avenus road, on which the company
had intended to start some ears. Un the Fulton
street line wires ware cut In several places;
also on the Gates avanue line, and on several of
the other llnes. Every wirs that was cut tled
up a good portion of & road, and It took a long
time to make repairs, an the wires wers cut In
so many places, This was the excuss affered
later by the officials of the rallroad company
for not having ron more cars,

Abont 6:30 P. M. the fesd trollsy wire on the
Bergen street line was cut st & point about mid-
way between Rogers and Nostrand avenues, Po-
lireman Collins was on the front of a Bergen
street car golng In the direcilon of Rogers
avenus at the time, and seeing four
men running off through the vacant lots,
Jjamped off, and drawing his revolver, pursuea
them. Hecaught one man, but whether ho was
one of the fugitives could not be posltively an-
certained, as he was standing In the lot when
the policeman collared him. ‘The prisoner was
taken to the station, whers he gave the name of
Edward Dugan, aged 32 years, of 1,606 Dean
street. Holn astriking molorman on the Sack-
ett street line,

Motorman W, Goldulvey of the Atlantic ave-
nue line while on his way home iast night in
Troy avenue, near Atlantle, was attacked by
thres men and badly hurt.

Policeman Charles MceCue of the Tenth pre-
cinct was attacked wlille dlspersing a crowd in
Vanderbilt avenue, near Pergen street. Some
of the members of the Twelfth Hegiment came
tn hils assintance, and Thomas Larkin, aged 24,
of 240 Third avenue, one of Lis assallants, was
srrested,

A BHOT FROM THE TWENTY-THIRD,

At10o'clnck a man stepped out of the big
erowd in front of the stables at Fifty-eighth
streel and Third avenue and threw a stope
through one of the windows in the stable.

It fell among the soldiers of Company 1 of the
Twenty-third Regiment and siarted them
quickly to their feet, They rushed for the
deor to chonse the strikers, but before they
eould ket out of the stables the guard
fired At the stone thrower, who got away unhurt.
‘I'hen tiie soldiers in a few minutes dispersed the
vrawid, which was quite anxious to quit when
the shot was fired.

CAN'T GET THE MEN.
Lewlis and Norfon Confenn Inablilty to Op-
erats Their Lines,

The boast of the street car companies that
tiey would open all of thelr lines the moment
thiey got sufMcient protectinn was not made good
vesterdny, and during the day only one new lina
was opened by the Hrooklyn City and none was
opered Ly the Atlantic Avenus Company;
though on the (ines that had Leen previously
wiiened more cars were run thian had been run
on any other day. It was announced by the of-
floials on Sunday clght that cars would be run
untll midnight. but they wers stopped on
nil lines as early na D o'clock, probably
hecause nf the trouble out in Gates avenue. It
tranapired duving the day that Mayor Schieren
liad notitted the companies that they must im-
medintely make an efort to resume teaMe on all
of their lines. The Mayvor said himself that Le
had so notitied the railroad Prasidents on Sun-
day.

“'IT'hey have not complied with your order.”
said the reporter.

A ressonable time must e allowed for prep-
aration,' replied the Mnayor,

During the day the Mayor was back and forth
between his ofMies aod the headguarters of the
recond Brigade in the Hail of Records several
times.

MajJor Babheook has made arrnngenients with
nuumber of large grocers to supply all that s
necded in filling the regulation requisitions, He
hind also Lilred o lot of covered trucks to serve
e supply wazons, No cooked food is furnished,
hawever, except such as comes In cans. The
men on ontpost duty are supplied from their
regimental headguarters, and have to depend
wostly upan Lot coffee to warm them internally,
They will sleep upon bare floors, except whore
they can got hay or straw, bat last night Major
MeNulty, the Brignde Quartermaster, was iis.
tributing cots for the use of ofMcers aud sick
men,

CAPT. LEIGITS SIGNAL WK,

The mlssing
men were elther slok or out of town, Many of
the members of this orgsaimllunnrri;'nmm men
of wealth and socin! standine, and 1t has been
natlcenble on their different tours of duty that
they hnve taken to hinrd work and uncomforia-
ble quarters with less grombling than some of
the members of other arganizations to whom
these thinges are not quite =0 moeh of & novelty,

The troopers wore theie service uniforms when
they rode out ol thelr armory at Ninety-fourth
rtreet and Park nvenue early yesterday morn-
ing, and thele commissary department was pro-
vided with rations for two adays. Home of the
members af the troop own thelr horses, and for
those who don't, mounts were furnished hy
IHekel's and the Centeal Park riding neademies,
Thistrip wns not made onhorses that refused to
mave until the conductor™s bell rang. Thetroop
rode down Madison avenue yesterday morning
Liefore mm-g peaple wers U o see them, and
then throngh Fifty-mnth streetto Fifvh nvenue,
down Fifth avenoe nnn through Twenty-thied
street to the Williamsbargh ferry. One boat
CAre them all over 1o Broadway, nnd from
there they felt their way to the Tompkins nve-
nue line's stables,where they were to make their
headquarters,

THE CAVALRYMEN'S WORK,

Capt. Roe had neither a map nor a galde, and
It was Bo'elok when hils command reached the
stables, A crpwil of jdle men lined the streets
un both sides ns the troop nrelved, but they
made no hostile demonstration.  The troop i
divided Into four platoons, and while two of
thety were doing sentey duty patrolling Fulton
wnil Herkimer steeets for 500 yards on eltner
side of Hrooklyu avenue, the other two platoons
were held In reserve.
